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7. Embodiment VII: Species of Figures 14-16; 

8. Embodiment VIII: Species of Figure 17; 

9. Embodiment IX: Species of Figures 18-21; and 

1 0. Embodiment X: Species of Figures 22-23. 

Applicants elect, without traverse, Embodiment IX (Figs. 18-21), with claims 24-29 
readable thereon , for initial prosecution on the merits. Applicants also reserve the right 
to file a Divisional Application for the non-elected claims, which the Examiner has 
indicated is patentably distinct.
